' MR. BRUCE’S FAITH. 


Mr. Bruce, Prime Minister of Australia, was 
the guest of the Royal Colonial Institute at a 
farewell luncheon in London yesterday. Sir 
Charles McLeod presided ; 

The Chairman said that they could not con- 
template the deliberations of such an import- 
ant Imperial Conference being relegated to a 
series of pious and meaningless resolutions. 

In reply, Mr. Bru said that he agreed 
that if the things done at the Conferences 


Fyesulted in their being merely meaningless 


and pious resolutions it would be disastrous. 
The nations. should be bound by anything 
that was done by their representatives at 
those Conferences. However, until that action 
had been confirmed by their respective Go- 
vernments and Parliaments, it was. un- 
democratic, and was against the at 
principles that underlay the whole our 
present relations inside the Empire, was 
against the whole spirit of Imperial and 
Economic Conferences. 

Australia claimed to be a great and free 
democracy, and it was the will of the people 
that should always prevail in any action 
taken on behalf of the country. 

It would strike a fatal blow &t the unity of 
the Empire if no effect was given to the re- 
solutions passed. But he did not believe for 
one moment that there was any r of 
anything of the sort happening. be- 
lieved that any Government coming into 
power would closely exagine everything done
